SUBIICL: Conversation with Mr, Philip L. Cole, Deputy Public Printer, 
in comection with his testimony before the McCarthy Conm 
mittee in August, 1953. 


1s On 9 Oetober 1953 I telephoned ir, Philin L, Cole, Be 
Public Printer, and told him he souls recall es i his ey es 
fore the NcCarthy Commiitee he had indicated that the Goverment @rint- 
ing Office could or did do classiticd work in its main plant for the 
Central Intellicence ’concy, I reminded him thet as soon as this 
statement had come to our attention I had telephoned him expressing our 
concern and that on the follaring day (about 12 Aucust 1953) he had ad~ 
vised me by telephone that his statemont was erroneous in thet a chack 
of his records showed that the Goverment Print: @ Office had done no 
secret or top secret work for CEA, a fact which he would make knom, to 
the McCarthy Committes. 


2. 1 informed Sr, Cole that in the printed record of the ilear- 
ings we had not noted any evidence of this correction having been made 
whereupon he advised me that he had supplied to the Comzittee a Listing 
of all secret and top secrot work done during Fiscal Years1952 and 19%3 
and through 1) fugust for Fiseal Yesr 195), making particular reference 
to the fact that the main GPO plant had not done any secret or bop se- 
eret work for the Central Intellicence fgeney. He oclieved that there 
ri aaa more he could do to straichten out the record with the Cone
